The type of the form was collected by C. E. 

Peterson, and Narcisso Tejeda (no. 391+0 ) in gray to whitish soils 

with occasional calcareous outcrops and thorn-scrub-cactus cover, 
at an altitude of about 1500 to 1800 meters, along the Tehuacin- 
Orizaba highway just above Azunbilla, Puebla, Mexico, on July 18, 
1961, and is deposited in the United States National Herbarium at 

Washington.

Schauer (181+7), however, cites Besser 136 as the only collection 
of the species seen by him, so it may well be that this should 
be regarded as the logotype of the typical form of the species. 
Schauer states that the species is related to V^ berterii 

(Meisn.) Schau. "sed foliis tenuiter multipartitis, spicis ses- 
silibus corollaque glabra distincta.” 

The species has been collected at 500 meters altitude, flow¬ 
ering in October. Herbarium material has oeen misidentiiied and 
distributed as V. dissecta Jilld.j on the other hard, the
